THE TYPHOID FLY. 
One county in 
Oklahom a 
reports 
tfchis m onth a num ber of cases of ty­ 
phoid fever. These cases prevail in 
the country ju st as they do in the 
towns. 
The superintendent of health 
for tikis 'County in his. report m akes 
this com m ent: 
“in our county our towns have 
no sew erage system . 
O ur /town a u ­ 
thorities 
are 
indifferent 
and 
will 
not insist upon out-dopr closets be­ 
ing frequently and thoroughly clean­ 
ed, and have ' taHtfpn' no 
precaution 
against the fly. Our. doctors have been 
insisting upon their custom ers thor­ 
oughly disinfecting their patients ex­ 
cretion, and have perm itted the same 
to be throw n out upon the ground 
where it is im m ediately covered with 
flies, and (the fly in (my judgm ent is 
the cause of m any cases of typhoid 
fever 
in 
this 
locality. 
O ur 
w ater 
is pure, and free from contam ination 
hut our closets are neglected. Many 
of our homes, especially those In the 
country, 
are 
without 
screens, and 
the fly has easy access." 
Bulletin No. 78 'by our National 
governm ent says that the house fly 
should be known as the typhoid fly. 
Its creation is dangerous from every 
■point of view. He not alone carries 
typhoid fever, but also tuberculosis. 
The num ber of bacteria on a single 
fly may range all the way from five 
hundred and fifty tto six million six 
hundred thousand. 
This should be borne in mind, flies 
are disease carriers. 
Infect food and drink by germ ­ 
laden feet. 
Live and breed iii all kinds of filth. 
Each fem ale fly can lay one hun­ 
dred and fifty eggs. 
Should be kept out of dwellings. 
Every tim e you find one kill it. 
Keej) your home screened. 
See that the food you buy has been 
kept away from the fly. 
Keep flies away from the sick. 
Keep your garbage cans clean. 
Cleanliness will keep flies away.

Guthrie, Ok., Aug. 6.—A 
petition 
campaign has been inaugurated for 
a revision of the federal practices 
which now permit the sale of intox­ 
icating liquors in prohibition and lo­ 
cal option (territory, and soon Pres­ 
ident Taft will Im1 tiombarded w'ith 
requests to aid the stat* s in con­ 
trolling the traffic through their po­ 
lice regulations. Copies of a petition 
are teeing mailed from the governor’s 
office to practically every postoffice 
in Oklahoma, with the request that 
they be lie signed and returned. When 
gathered here, they are to be placed 
in a huge bundle and forwarded to 
the White house. 
The petitions take 
exception to the federal practice of 
issuing-liquor licenses to persons re­ 
siding and doing business in terri­ 
tory which has l>een restricted bi­ 
state laws. 
In Oklahoma, it shows. 
1.200 [persons have paid the govern­ 
ment for the privilege of selling liq­ 
uors, while it was a condition of the 
congressional enabling act that In­ 
dian Territory be “dry" for (twenty- 
one years; and that since then the 
provision 
has 
l>een extended state 
wide. 
Protest is also made against fed­ 
eral protection of intoxicant liquors 
traits i airt cd into a prohibition skate 
under the sancity of interstate com­ 
merce. and the holding of the feder­ 
al courts, which protect such ship­ 
ments after they have passed out of 
the hands of (the interstate common 
carrier. The result, the petition cites, 
is that brewery and distillery agen­ 
cies are created in 
the 
state, 
to 
which car load shipments are made, 
to be sold in the state and distribut­ 
ed to the local purchasers. 
It sub­ 
mits that 
interstate commerce can 
not properly liecome a means for 
evading the laws of morality of any 
state, and that a distinction should 
be made between legitimate and il­ 
legal characters of interstate com­ 
merce.
